ND to the intent the late Forfeited Eſtates in /rel/ad may be 
hereafter Applied in eaſe of His Majeſties good Subjects of this 
Realm : Beit further Ena&ed by the Authority aforeſaid, That 

4 the Perſons herein after Named, or any Four or more of them, 

{ ſhall be, and are Hereby Conſtttuted Commiſſioners for the ſpace of Six 

Months, to be accounted from the Tenth Day of ay, One thouſand fix 
hundred ninety nine, and no longer, for Inquiring into and Taking an 

Account of all ſuch Eſtates, both Real and Perſonal, within the Kingdom 

of Ireland, which have been Forfeited for- High Treaſon; by any Perſon 

or Perſons whatſoever, during the late Rebeilion within that Kingdom, 

And to the intent that His Majeſty and this Kingdom -may be truly In- 

formed and Satisfied of the Value thereof, The ſaid Commiliioners, or 

any Four or more of them, are hereby Impowered and Required to take 

a true ard jaſt'Account of the Names of all and every Perſon and Per- 

ſons whatſoever, whv have been Outlawed, :Convicted or Attainted of 

High Treaſon, within the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, fince the Thirteenth 

day of February, Ons thouſand fix hundred eighty eight, and of the reſpe= 

&ive Baronies, Manors, Meſſuages, Rents, Tythes, Woods, Lands, Te- 

nements, Hereditaments, Goods and Chattels, and all Real and Perſonal 

Eſtates and Intereſts whatſoever, Forfeited by reaſon of any ſuch Out= 

fawry, Convittion, Attainder or High Treaſon, whereof every ſuch Per- 

ſon was reſpeRively Seized or Poſleſſed, either in Poſſeſſion, Reverſion, 

Remainder or ExpeQancy, or was any other ways Intituled unto, or In- 

tereſted in, either in Law or-Equity at the time of ſuch Treaſon Com- 

mitted, or at any time afterwards, and of the Quantity, Quality, Nature 
and true Value thereof, and within what Barony, Place and Places, within 
each County each ſuch Eſtate is Situated, and of what Grants, Diſpoſi- 
tons, or Reverſals of Outlawries have been at any time Made or Procured, 
and by or to whom, of any, and which of the ſaid Forfeitures, and upon 
what Gonſideration, ſince the Thirteenth Day of February, One thouſand 
ſix hundred eighty eight. And for the better Inabling the ſaid Com= 
miſſioners, or any Four or more of them, to take the ſaid Accounts, The 
ſaid Commillioners, or any Four or more of them, are hereby — 
| from 


from time to time, to meet at any Place 'or Places within the ſaid King- 
dom of Ireland, where they ſhall think fit, with or without Adjournment, 
and to ſend their Precept or Precepts for any Perſon er Perſons within 
the ſaid Kingdom, and for fuch Books, Papers, Writings and Records as 
they ſhall judge neceſlary for their Information, 1n all things relating to 
the ſaid Accounts and Matters aforeſaid, and to Adminiſter an Oath for 
the better- Diſcovery of the Truth of the Enquiries and Accounts by 
them to be made, to any Perſon or Perſons therein concern'd ; And all 
Sheriffs, Conſtables, and other His Majeſties Officers within the ſaid 
Kingdom, are hereby Required to Obey and Execute ſuch Orders and- 
Precepts, as ſhall be ſent to them, or any of them, by the ſaid Commiſ- 
ftoners, or any Four or more of them, touching the {aid Premiſſes. And 
to the Intent the Powers hereby given to the {aid Commiſſioners, may be 
Faithfully and Impartially Executed, ſome one of the {aid Commiſſioners 
ſhall take an Oath before the Chief Baron, or any other of the Barons 
of His Majeſties Court of Exchequer in Jreland, who 1s or are hereby Im- 
pow-red to Adminiſter the ſame, Impartially, Truly and Faithfully to 
Demean himſelf,in Examining and taking ti {aid Accounts,and Executing, 
the Powers by this A& given to the ſaid Commiſſioners ; And every 
other of the ſaid Commiſſioners, before he Enters upon the Execution of 
the Powers hereby given to him, ſkall likewiſe take the ſame Oath before 
the Commiſſioner Sworn before the ſaid Chief Baron, or any other Baron ; 
which faid Commiſſioner 1s hereby Authorized, to Adminiſter ſuch Oath 
to every other of the {aid Commiſſioners, after he himſelf ſhall have taken 


. the ſaid Oath, as aforeſaid: And the aid Commiſſioners ſhall, from time 


to time, being thereunto required, give an Account in Writing, under 


any Four, or more of their Hands and Seals, to the Kings Majelty, and 


both Houſes of Parliament within this Kingdom, of their Proceedings 
in Execution of this Ac, 


And be it further EnaGed, That Henry Earl of Drogheda, in the Ring- 
dom of Ireland, Francis Anneſley of the Inner-Temple, London, Eiq: Tohr: 
Trenchard of the Inner-Temple, London, Eſq; fames Hamilton of T ulimore 
in the County of Downe in Treland, Eſq; Herry Lang ford of Dublin, Eiq; 
Sir Richard Leving of Dullin, Kt. Sir Francs Brewſter of Dublin, Rt. 
or any Four or more of them, ſhall be the Commiffioners for putting 
- Fe ſo mych of this Act, as Relates to Forfeited Eſtates 1n
